I clicked the shu tter of my camera at v ariou s 
spots in the v illage and tu rned back toward 
the grou p of Indians in Maripa.

pictu re of the “ ah-sh-plan.” which I had giv en 
the v illagers to inspect. 
“ Du ffy ," I called. 
"Jah, my nheer." he chirped.

I 
also made a point of establishing the length of 
time that had elapsed since they first heard the

This period-— fiv e y ears— was established by 
the nu mber of times new fields bad

1 had done with harassing him, "told 
Sapu ku nu that as often as they came to lu s 
cou ntry he had nev er come to theirs and they 
told him he mu st come.

6 1 day s, or a rou nd trip of fou r months. 
The answer was v ery obv iou s. 
I was in the 


wrong riv er.

As for going to look 
at Sapu ku nu , Sapu ku nu was simply the hrst 
man to hear the story and cou ld tell nothing 
more than what the Ulu ku y ana had told me.

O f tins I was su re; it was impossible to make 
that fou r months’ trip and the cx i>edition u p 
ahead wou ld be equ ally u nable to accomplish 
it. All of u s who had come in from the A t­ 
lantic side were inev itably doomed to failu re. 
So. to the astonishment of die Dju kas, I 
hired fou r Indians to help the canoes hiou r.ii 
the cataracts and ordered the party down 
stream, post haste. 
I qu estioned the Indian» 
more abou t the matter on the down trip and 
receiv ed, again and again, the same story with 
no embellishments, bu t alway s I had the feel* 
ing that there was something more that thev 
cou ld tell if they wou ld; that there was some­ 
thing wrong. 
T his is pu rely an intu itiv e implication thai 
:omcs from a rather considerable ex perience 
with the Indians of Gu iana and Amazonia.
